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Embarrassed U. S. Should 
Make Good on UN Home Loan 


The United Nations was left in an embarrassing sit- 
uation when Congress adjourned without approving the 
$65,000,000 loan to finance a UN skyscraper home in 
Manhattan. So was the City of New York, which has the 
iob of prov iding municipal services. And even more em- 
Darrassed is Uncle Sam, whose willingness to keep his 
promises 
put in doubt. 


Apparently nobody of consequence proposed serious- 
y that we uack down on our agreement to make the loan. 
The matter just got caught in a bit of political jockeying 
:hat some, undoubtedly of suspicious mind, think 
was 
aimed at influencing the Republicans' choice of a presi- 
dential candidate. 


The big site for the UN capitol has been acquired 
and cleared, and is waiting for construction crews. Until 
the money is provided, it waits in mute reproach of Con- 
gress. 


In the first place it was not utterly vital that the 
United Nations make their home in this country, and it 
mattered much less whether it was in New York or else- 
where. 


Once the U. S. was selected, however, a specific site 
for the capitol acquired, and the loan promised, it became 
verv vital that we make good. It seems desirable that the 
UN's work be carried on in the relatively democratic at- 
mosphere of a country like ours, but that is a secondary 
consideration. 


The United Nations has had some tough sledding. 
Oversold bv its enthusiastic partisans, it has been utterly 
unable to do things expected of it but for which it never 
was fitted. The world peace and unity that it was to help 
keep have never been established. It has to struggle on, 
loimr the best it can to keep alive and alert, while it waits 
for the Soviet blac and the "western" or "democratic 
bloc to reconcile their differences or fight them out, so 
he UN can begin functioning. 


If the capital were to be moved to Geneva or else- 
where for the nations' convenience, or because they lack 
dollars to maitain staffs here, or for some similar me- 
chanical reason, no important damage might be done. But of the 1947 championsh.p heat. 
it would be tragic and perhaps fatal if the UN were to 
leave these shores because it had concluded that the word 
of the United States in international affairs was 110 good. 


The world's fate depends on us. It depends m large 
part on the world's ability to work with us and trust us. 
It depends upon the world's confidence in that ability. 
Anything that can be used by our enemies to make it ap- 
pear that the world can't do business with the U. S. is i 
weapon against world peace.

Body Of Former 
Jersey Priest 
Returned Home 


Jerseyville—The remains of the 
Rev. Father Terrance Brady, Army 
Chaplain in World War II, and for- 
mer assistant at St. Francis Xavier's 
church in Jerseyville have been re- 
turned from overseas to his native 
city of Mt. Sterling, 111., for final 
burial. 


A memorial solemn requiem high 
mass in his honor was read at St 
Mary's church in Mt. Sterling Tues- 
day morning. The Right Rev. James 
A. Griffin, bishop of Springfield was 
celebrant of the mass and Rev. Paul 
P. Heinen and Rev. Eugene Griffin, 
Jerseyville were among the servers. 
The Rev. Father John J. Clancy was 
also present for the mass. 


Father Brady was killed in action 
July 22, 1943 In the Solomon Islands 
and was the first priest from the 
Springfield diocese to be killed in 
the recent war. He had administered 
spiritual consolation and first aid 
to a wounded soldier during a bom- 
bardment and was severely wounded 
while assisting in carrying the man 
from the firing line. Father Brady 
was taken to a fox hole during a 
period of quiet and a direct hit on 
this shelter killed the wounded priest 
and his companions. He was buried 
in the Island Cemetery until his re- 
turn to America. 


Father Brady was born In Mt. 
Sterling, the son of the late Mr. and 
Mrs. James Brady and was educat- 
ed in the schools of that city. He 
studied for the priesthood at Quincy 
College and Kendrick Seminary in 
St. Louis and was ordained by Bish 
op Griffin in Springfield April 24, 
1938. The post of assistant at St. 
Francis church in Jerseyville was 
his first assignment. He was 31 years 
old at the time of his death. 


Following the entrance of Amer- 
ica into war when the need for 
chaplains 
became 
great, 
Father 
Brady secured a release from Bishop 
Griffon from his pastoral duties to 
enlist in the service. He left Jersey- 
ville Jan. 8, 1942 and trained at 
Camp Shelby, Miss., receiving his 
commission Sept. 1941, two months 
before the attack on Pearl Harbor. 
Father Brady was chaplain of the 
Jerseyville Council of Knights of 
Columbus, director of the Study Club 
and was assistant director of the 
Catholic Youth organization of the 
Jacksonville Deanery. 


Oregon Youth, 17, 
Admits Theft Of 
Truck Here 


William Frederick Brown, 17, of 
Portland, Ore., admitted Friday that 
he stole a delivery truck belonging 
to the Producers Dairy Co.. from in 
back of the dairy here Sunday night, 
July 4. The statement was made in 
the presence of state police at Ma- 
con, Mo., and Wayne Bottom, man- 
ager of the dairy, who had gone to 
Missouri to recover the stolen truck. 


The state of Missouri will prefer 
charges against the youth on four 
counts of attempted robbery and the 
F.B.I, will handle the case involving 
the theft of the local vehicle, a Dyer 
Act violation.

When asked how he happened u 
be in Jacksonville. Brown said hi, 
was hitchhiking east from Portlanc 
and needing transportation, decided 
to steal the truck here.

The rest of the force, 
about 6,600, are conscripts assigned 
by the Army. They are paid four 
ticals a month—about 25 cents. 


The police director-general, Major 
General Luang Chattrakan Kosol, 
Eays this disparity in pay makes the 
conscripts unsatisfactory policemen.

At the hour a tornado ripped 
through Jacksonville, leaving at least 
a score of injured, wrecked homes 
and business houses, and an esti- 
mated property damage of nearly 
ons million dollars. 


Thousands of Jacksonville resi- 
dents had returned home from the 
three ring Sam B. Dill circus scant 
minutes befGre fury broke loose. The 
late Tom Mix and Tony, his horse, 
had drawn the crowd. Mix suffered 
a broken arm in the resulting storm. 


A quotation from the Jacksonville 
Courier of July 11 states that "a sur- 
vey of the tornado's toll today 
showed that no section of the city 
escaped. The business district with 
demolished roofs, leveled chimneys 
and tangled wires was a scene of 
confusion after the storm spent its 
fury . . . 


"Heralded by flashes of lightning, 
the tornado broke at 10:30 o'clock, 
coming out of the northwest with 
fury that struck the city squarely. 
The next few minutes brought devas- 
tation over a wide area. Homes were 
lifted from foundations, roofs went 
flying before the fierce gale, windows 
crashed and streets were filled with 
a maze of trees, poles and wires. 


Many men and women worked 
heroically for several hours attend- 
ing to the injured, treating them in 
their homes and taking them to hos- 
pitals.

The terrific velocity of the wind is 
illustrated by the fact that the flag- 
pole in front of the administration 
building at the State hospital was 
bent almost horizontal, but it did not 
break."
